| OFFICES TS LOW 


State Taxpayers Association 
| Gives Courthouse Group 


| High Rating 








That taxpayers in this county 
| are being efficiently and econom- 
| ically served by public officials 
jin the courthouse is emphasized 
in analytical reports from the Cali- 
| fornia Taxpayers’ association. 

County departments have been 
studied by representatives of the 
association and compared with the 
cost of government in other coun- 
ties. Results of the studies reveal 
that San Bernardino county offices 
are among the most economically 
operated in the state. 

CLERK’S OFFICE EFFICIENT 

The office of County Clerk 
Harry L. Allison is operated at 
the lowest cost of any clerk’s of- 
fice in the state, according to the 
taxpayer’s association. The su- 
perior court handles more cases 
per day than any superior court 
of similar size in California, the 
figures revealed. 

The association which has com- 
pleted a survey of major county 
bureaus in the state ranked the 
offices of Tax Collector John W. 
Batchelor, Treasurer M. W. H. 
Williams and Assessor Max A. 
Cranmer as being operated at low 
cost in comparison with other 
county divisions in the state. 

The clerk’s office, as are several 
other county offices, are almost 
self-supporting due to the fees 
| collected. Fees collected by Coun- 
ty Clerk Allison during 1937-38, 
for example, totaled $23,974. Ex- 
penses for that period were $25,- 
968. 

TAX COLLECTOR 

The tax collector’s office oper- 
ated during the past fiscal year 
per 1,000 operations of work 
among similar divisions. 

During that period, the office 
handled 120,389 operations of work 
at a total cost of $24,896 and at a 
cost of $207 per 1,000 operations. 
The office compiled 78,411 tax 
bills, conducted 5,322 tax sales, 
collected 964 licenses and sent 
j out bills on 35,692 parcels of de- 
linquent property. 

OFFICE VOLUME HEAVY 

In the payment of delinquent 
taxes, the office collected the sec- 
| ond largest amount of any county, 
with $24,464 paid, and was only. 
exceeded by the collections in Los 
Angeles county. The county handl- 
ed the fourth largest volume of
